But God ſent an'Angel to 
encourage him, who made Proviſion for him 
that he might eat and drink ; and he traveld 
in the ſtrength of that Food forty days togerher, 
till he came to Horeb, where God appear'd to 
him, and queſtions with him what he did there. 
He replied, That they had forſaken God's Cos 
venant, {lain his Prophets, and lefe none but 
himſelf, and they fought his Life roo, ſo that he 
was fain to fly for it.

Then E!{:ſba came to 
Dang and Penhadad being ſick, was told 
that the Prophet E1;/ha was there ; whereupon 
he ſent Hazacl to enquire of him whether he 
ſhould recover : Who anſwer'd, That as to any 
thing of his Diſeaſe he might recover YL, 
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God had fhew'd him that he fkould die by
